oped. This would be accomplished through deed 
restrictions binding on future owners. 

Another approach would be dona¬ 
tions of land to the Conservancy and the third 
would entail outright purchase by the Conser¬ 
vancy at fair market value. 

The State Legislature has now expanded the 
Santa Monica Mountains Conservancy’s Rim of the 
Valley Corridor (ROTVC) to include Sierra Madre, 
extending as far as Big Santa Anita Canyon. Addi¬ 
tional monies from another county bond act, passed 
in June, appropriated $5 million a year for 10 years 
for ROTVC, portions of which could now be avail¬ 
able to the Sierra Madre Conservancy. 

The Bond Act on the November ballot would add 


$125 million to this. 

Currently, the Conservancy Board is comprised 
of President Taylor, Vice President Brown, Herb 
Stroh, serving as secretary, and Ann Wolf, treas¬ 
urer, plus two committee consultants, Walt Tielmann, 
Naturalist at Eaton Canyon, and Kathi Head, Land 
Use Planner. 

It is in the process of expanding its member¬ 
ship to a maximum of nine members. 

Both Taylor and Brown urged voters to vote 
“yes” on County Proposition B on Nov. 6.

Audrey Tollefson jumps horse Irish

In 1907, President Theodore Roosevelt 
presided at a ceremony starting the construction 
of the National Cathedral on the highest point 
in the District of Columbia. In September of 
1990, President Bush directed the placement of 
the final stone. Eight-three years under con¬ 
struction, this structure, financed entirely by 
private donations, becomes the only English 
Gothic replica in the United States. Using In¬ 
diana limestone and erected, stone by stone, 
by the combined skills of Italian artisans im¬ 
ported from their native land, and modern con¬ 
struction technology, the editice towers over the 
entire capital skyline. 

Being an engineer, 1 am interested in some 
of the vital statistics that go along with the new 
cathedral. The building is the sixth tallest cath¬ 
edral in the world, (301 ft.), weighs 150,000 
tons and will seat a congregation ot 4000. It is 
almost as long as two football fields with 83,000 
sq. ft. fo space. The leaded stained glass win¬ 
dows were created and assembled on-site. Ihe 
organ contains 8882 pipes. Other data confirm 
the massiveness of the structure on its 53 
acres of land. 

On the human side, the cathedral is 
staffed by 150 clergy and laypersons supported 
by some 700 volunteers. A father and son 
work team, from a stonecutting family ot five 
generations, attended the completion. 

They had helped chisel the 100 gargoyles and 
320 angels located throughout the structure. 
Following tradition, the gargoyles often depict 
prototypes of the times, one is even looking 
through the lens of a TV camera commemorating 
Christmas telecasts from the cathedral. Others 
look like some of the workmen. As the final 
stone was guided into its niche, the supervisor 
of construction tor the last 33 years, Richard 
T. Feller, stated, “With God’s help and help 
of thousands of friends, the fabric of this 
cathedral is completed." 

While the cathedral is Episcopalian, it is 
inter-denominational in activities. Martin 
Luther King preached his last sermon in 
the yet to be completed structure. President 
Eisenhower’s funeral was conducted in the 
main chapel. President Woodrow Wilson is 
buried in one of the crypts. Over 600,000 
visitors were recorded last year and an average 
Sunday attendance is approximately 1000. 

If you plan to come to Washington you 
might consider visiting the surroundings and 
if you enjoy organ music, the regular tree 
recitals are magnificent. It is a pleasant way 
to spend a Sunday afternoon as a contrast 
to the hustle and bustle ot a modern American 
city.

Out and About

For those of you who saw the news coverage 
of the Glendale post-fire press conference, it 
was not a pretty sight. The fire chief, al¬ 
though commendably behind his men and their 
decisions, was put on a griddle. It’s human 
nature for people to look for a scapegoat . . . 
the chief was certainly handy . . . but he was 
maligned. We should dwell on the issue for a 
moment. 

There were many problems in fighting this 
fire. The locations (canyons and hillsides), high 
density, wood shake roofs, narrow streets and 
fire conditions (let’s pull all the fire condi¬ 
tions in a lump and call it Santa Ana). As 
you might expect, there were other fires on that 
day, four or five, I believe. What that kind of 
situation, mutual aid becomes a mutual scram¬ 
ble. 

Knowing all these things beforehand, why 
is it that we have a disastrous fire, people 
lash out and think that their home is in ashes 
because of ineptitude. Living in areas of chap- 
parel and scrup plartts in California comes with 
great risk. Believe it. Capping tops of ridges 
for those horseshoe shapped subdivisions is 
akin to writing a three-act play with Dante’s 
“Inferno” as the denouement. But build we do. 
Realty offices should be required to have people 
sign a “hazard” notice when they buy these 
homes. 

It may come as a surprise to some that 
with large brush fires, there is very little “fire 


fighting” being done. A big part of the effort 
centers on trying to anticipate where the fire 
can be controlled. While some units try to hose 
down homes adjacent to ones already burning 
(usually with wood shake roofs), other crews 
must be dispatched to try and make a stand 
somewhere. A wild fire, fueled by 40 mph winds, 
will be stopped by no one. 

The fire chief made some comments 
that should interest our city officials. He 
suggested that the Glendale Planning Com¬ 
mission should start playing handball with 
people trying to put up homes in the hills. He 
also stressed that street parkers on 
narrow hillside streets greatly hampered his 
crews. 

Now we’re talking S.M. language. We’ve 
got the corner on narrow streets, and the 
corner on people who show illegal, 
blatantly reckless disregard for 
fire safety. If 1 lose my home to a brush fire, I 
won’t be blaming people out there laying their 
lives on the line. I’m going to see if any equip¬ 
ment had problems getting to my house 
because of illegal parking. If so, I’m going to 
meet them on the court house steps and get 
them to pay for my new house. Meanwhile, 
when the Santa Anas blow, and we’re running a 
high risk, we should consider impounding cars 
parked on rights-of-way in the canyons 
and similar areas. 

























Cooper to speak at library, Nov. 9 


Laurie Cooper, a 
Sierra Madrean who 
spent 17 days in the 
Soviet Union in July, 
will be giving a slide pre¬ 
sentation at the Sierra 
Madre Library Nov. 9 at 
7:30 p.m. 

She went under the 
auspices of Ameri¬ 
can/Soviet Homestay, 
Inc., which is a joint 
venture to promote 
people-to-people con¬ 
test. “The program of¬ 
fered the opportunity to 
stay for a week with 
families in pairs of ci¬ 
ties. 1 chose Moscow and 
Kiev. We were guar¬ 
anteed we would have 
our own room and at 
least one member of the 
family would speak 
English. So began 
my adventure behind the 
‘kitchen curtain,’ ” 
Cooper told The News. 

She believes that the 
people there like 
Americans. She said 
the highlight of her 
trip was the oppor¬ 
tunity to talk openly 
with the people “about 
any subject under the 


“In Moscow 1 visited 
museums, went to con¬ 
certs, the Moscow Cir¬ 
cus, Red Square and 
Kremlin, also the cathe¬ 
drals which are being gi¬ 
ven back to the church. 
Another plus was that 
1 had wonderful food 
while the people on 
tours really suffer. It 
was a unique experience 
being in Moscow on the 
Fourth of July. Our 
group and hosts took 
over a restaurant 
where we had a feast. 
Live music was played 
but, because of the dif¬ 
ferent tempo, I didn’t 
recognize ‘America The 
Beautiful’ until halfway 
through,” Cooper said. 

She explained that 
this was the time 
of the meeting of the 
28th Congress, the 
time when Yeltsin pulled 
out of the Communist 
Party and the Ukraine 
was declaring its inde¬ 
pendence. 

"Moscow is a beauti¬ 
ful city of 8 million 
people with parks and 
green belts through¬ 
out. Their transporta¬ 


tion system of Metro, 
bus and trolley make 
it extremely easy to get 
around — if you know 
Russian. The down¬ 
side is that it is true that 
there is nothing to buy. 
There are food lines at 
the markets. People are 
disillusioned with Gor¬ 
bachev and are afraid of 
a market economy,” 
Cooper noted. 

She took an over¬ 
night train to Kiev, the 
capital of the Ukraine. 
She said that because it is 
close to Chernoble, many 
people feel their lives 
may be limited because 
of the nuclear disaster. 

While she was there she 
‘‘was treated as an 
honored member of 
the family of parents, 
grandmother and the 
newlywed daughter and 
her husband.” 

The first day they 
went to a Ukranian wed¬ 
ding with all its festi¬ 
vities. She said that Kiev 
is a less hectic 
city where one can 
walk to many places 
such as the zoo which is 
in the middle of the city,

“l do not write for the sake of writing,” 
said Dr. Paul Tournier, who, nevertheless, has 
over a dozen books to his credit, “but in order 
to continue caring for men and women, 
to help them live better lives, to overcome or 
accept their sufferings.” 

Dr. Tournier was born in Switzerland 
in 1898, and died there in 1986. He was, at 
once, powerfully of his time, with the influence 
of the theories of Sigmund Freud and Carl 
Gustav Jung, the “inventors” of psycho¬ 
analysis, and also before his time, given today’s 
best sellers by Norman Cousins and Bernie Sie¬ 
gel on the anatomy of illness and the miracles 

of healing. 

In his books there is a wisdom that has 
the foundation of science joined with the 
transcendence of faith. To read him is to 
recognize our human condition and, yet, to take 
heart. 

The book I just completed is entitled, 
“A Listening Ear, Reflections on Christian 
Caring.” It was published by Augsburg Publish¬ 
ing House, Minnesota, 1987. In a sense, it be¬ 
comes Tournier’s last will and testament. It com¬ 
piles the texts of certain lectures, the earliest be¬ 
ing in 1973 on Swiss-French radio, the last en¬ 
try in July of 1984. By this time, Dr. Tour¬ 
nier’s ideas had crystalized, and indeed the light 
shines through in his life, his theory and prac¬ 
tice. 

As the title implies, Tournier believed that 




in order to truly care for people (he was a gen¬ 
eral practitioner both by vocation and avoca¬ 
tion) you must truly listen to them, be avail¬ 
able to them. He states, “It is so easy to allow 
activity to crowd out our real care for others. 
One is always in a rush and one stops listen¬ 
ing to people.” 

In his profession Tournier was given the 
privilege of having a “window” into the needs 
and struggles of the person, and he took that 
privilege upon himself as an opportunity for 
compassion and healing. “As 1 was a doctor 
people were ready to open their hearts to me, 
and 1 became more and more aware of how 
lonely they were with their heavy secrets 
and of the considerable part that all these 
problems played in their physical and psychic 
health . . . Sickness comes much less often by 
chance than we suspect.” 

In 1937, after a pilgrimmage in discovery 
of spirituality and the personality, Tournier 
concluded that his aim would be “the medicine 
of the person.” He endeavored to restore har¬ 
mony and unity to the whole person by practice 
of medical knowledge, combined with his new 
psychological understanding and religious 
experience. 

It is what we know today as “wholistic 
medicine.” To Dr. Tournier it was simply com¬ 
mon sense and true caring. He passes the thread 
on to us now through his many writings and a 
life testimony that reveals that he, himself, 
achieved that wholeness.

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Adams outlines propositions to be on Nov. 6 ballot

City Councilman Gary 
Adams recently outlined 
the state measures to be 
voted on Nov. 6 in the 
election, at the Sierra 
Madre Woman’s Club 
meeting at a standing- 
room-only function and 
the major results, taken 
in chronological order, 
follow. Adams simply 
presented the facts; he 
did not attempt to sway 
the audience on how to 
vote. 

His basic comment was, 
“There is alot of money 
riding on these measures.” 

With state measure 
124 concerning local 
hospital districts 
becoming stockholders 
in health care-related 
corporations, there would 
no fiscal effects. Both 
the State Assembly 
and Senate voted 
“yes.” 

Concerning 125, the 
motor vehicle fuels tax, 
the Legislature voted 
for the measure. The 
question asks if a por¬ 
tion of a revenues from 
motor vehicles be used 
to purchase rail cars 
and locomotives. Pro¬ 
positions 108 and 116, 
passed by voters in June, 
1990, provide bond mo¬ 
ney for passenger rail 
purposes; however. 
Proposition 125 would 
help provide more rail 
cars and more seating 
on existing lines. 

The question posed 
for Proposition 126 
asks if alcoholic beverage 
taxes should be in¬ 
creased by 9 cents per 


six-pack of beer, 4 cents 
per bottle of wine and 
26 cents per bottle of hard 
liquor with those revenues 
being deposited in the 
General Fund? 

Proponents believe that 
millions of dollars would 
be made available to 
schools for alcohol and 
drug abuse programs 
and that the proposition 
would increase taxes to 
the national average. 

Opponents say the 
proposition does 
nothing to address the 
impact and cost of 
alcoholic problems in 
California and that it 
does not guarantee use 
for prevention prob¬ 
lems. 

In a nutshell, Propo¬ 
sition 126 would 
bring in $195 million in¬ 
to the General Fund. Pro¬ 
position 134, the Alco¬ 
hol Tax Initiative, 
would bring in about 
$760 million and would 
go into five special 
accounts related to alco¬ 
hol problems: 25 percent 
for emergency and 
trauma care; 24 percent 
for prevention and treat¬ 
ment of alcohol and drug 
abuse; 21 percent for law 
enforcement; 15 per¬ 
cent for community- 
mental health programs; 
15 percent for assistance 
to victims of alcohol 
abuse, such as infants 
of alcoholic mothers, 
abused children and 
battered women. 

Those who use alco¬ 
holic beverages would 
r be taxed 30 cents on a 


six-pack ot beer, 25 
cents on a bottle of wine, 
and $1.27 on a bottle of 
hard liquor. 

Proposition 127 would 
expand existing exemp¬ 
tions from property tax 
reassessment to in¬ 
clude earthquake safe¬ 
ty improvements since it 
would free an owner from 
the double burden of the 
cost of safety improve¬ 
ments and increased pro¬ 
perty taxes resulting 
from reassessments.

four-year period. 

Opponents say this ini¬ 
tiative is nothing 
more than a tax increase 
earmarked to overfund 
a few specially de¬ 
signed programs. Sup¬ 
porters say that because 
drug abuse is the most 
serious threat to the 
quality of life, it should 
require repeat offenders 
to serve full sentences. 
The proposition also 
guarantees that every 
penny raised would be 
spent on anti-drug pro¬ 
grams. 

We have talked before 
about “Big Green,” 
but Proposition 135 

deals specifically with 
pesticide regulation. 
Opponents say that Pro¬ 
position 135 has one 
purpose: to stop 

Proposition 128 which 
phases out cancer-causing 
pesticides. 

Proponents believe that 
the proposition would 
implement a safe pesticide 
use policy based on 
the work of university 
scientists, public health 
experts and medical 
doctors. It would 
double the monitor¬ 
ing of foods for pesti¬ 
cides, especially for 
foods imported into 
California from other 
countries. 

Proposition 136, vot¬ 
ing on state and local tax¬ 
es, asks if voter approval 
be required for in¬ 
creases in all local 
general taxes. It 
also asks if initiatives 
imposing taxes for spe¬ 
cific purposes require 
two-thirds voter appro¬ 
val. 

This constitutional 


amendment asks that 
general tax increases by 
any local government 
would require approval 
by a majority of the vo¬ 
ters. It also requires that 
any new or increased state 
taxes be approved by two- 
thirds of the Legislature. 
Any special taxes en¬ 
acted by initiatve would 
require approval by 
two-thirds of the 
voters. 

Opponents call it a 
“poison pill” designed 
to wipe out any other 
measure on this ballot 
which does not follow 
its special interest rule. 
Supporters believe Pro¬ 
position 136 provides 
that all increases in 
local taxes must be 
approved by voters and 
that it would make it 
more difficult to earmark 
funds for pet projects. 

Proposition 138, an 
initiative, would author¬ 
ize a $300 million 
bond issue for loans 
and grants to small 
timberland owners to 
approve their timber pro¬ 
duction and would offer 
grants for urban and ru¬ 
ral tree planting and for¬ 
est restoration pro¬ 
jects. Together 
these would cost $300 
million. 

We have already dis¬ 
cussed propositions deal¬ 
ing with forestry pro¬ 
grams, such as Propo¬ 
sition 130. Supporters 
are looking for a balance 
between environmental 
and economic con¬ 
cerns. Opponents be¬ 
lieve there will be con¬ 
tinued destruction of 
forests. 

Proposition 139 


permits contracting pri¬ 
son inmate labor with 
wages subject to 
deductions and adopting 
employer tax credits. 
In other words, 
Adams said, 

“Prisoners would 
pay their way.” 

The California Con¬ 
stitution currenlty pro¬ 
hibits prison or jail in¬ 
mates from working for 
private employers. 
About 8000 inmates now 
work in prison in¬ 
dustries, such as 
making furniture for 
government offices. In 
most state prisons, there 
are not enough jobs for 
all inmates. 

Under the terms of 
this initiative, cor¬ 
rections officials could 
contract with public 
or private business to 
supply inmate labor. 
Work would be per¬ 
formed on prison 
grounds. Inmates would 
be paid wages compar¬ 
able to those for similar 
work in private sector. 
The following deduc¬ 
tions would be taken out 
of the inmate’s pay: fed¬ 
eral, state and local 
taxes; reasonable 
reimbursement for room 
and board; compen¬ 
sation to victims of crime, 
and family support 
payments. Deduc¬ 
tions could not exceed 
80 percent of gross wages. 

Supporters say tax¬ 
payers would save 
because a portion 
of these wages would 
go toward paying costs 
with compensation for 
victims of their crimes 
and the money would 
help inmates support 


their families, many of 
whom are now on wel¬ 
fare. 

Opponents believe that 
businessmen employing 
inmates would have an 
unfair advantage over 
other companies be¬ 
cause they would not 
have to pay for 
workers’ compen¬ 
sation or employment 
insurance, vacations 
or medical benefits. 

Six years ago Pro¬ 
position 65 was passed 
which made it illegal 
for a business to 
knowingly discharge 
chemicals that cause 
cancer, sterility or 
birth defects into drink¬ 
ing water supplies and 
prohibited businesses 
from exposing anyone 
to those toxic chemicals 
without warning. The clue 
here, Adams pointed out, 
is that it dealt with 
private business only and 
excluded government 
agencies from the restric¬ 
tions. 

Proposition 141 

would amend Proposi¬ 
tion 65 to make public 
water system and gover- 
ment agencies subject 
to Proposition 65’s 
provisions. Unknown 
costs, beginning in 1992, 
could be in the 10s of 
millions of dollars, 
Adams said, with a cost 
of about $1 million begin¬ 
ning next year. 

The next 10 items re¬ 
viewed will be bonds, with 
Proposition 142 titled 
“Veterans bonds.” 

Briefly, under 142, 
$400 million in bonds 
would be used to finance 
low-interest home loans 
for war-time veterans 


Opponents say that 
bonds are a state 
debt. If veterans’ pay¬ 
ments did not co-‘ 
ver the costs, the tax¬ 
payers would have to 
make up the difference. 
The bonds are paid 
back to the govern¬ 
ment. 

No. 143 deals with 
higher education bonds. 
This $450 million 
bond would supple¬ 
ment construction and 
renovation of faci¬ 
lities at California’s 
public four-year colleges 
and universities and two- 
year community colleges. 
The 137 campuses can 
no longer depend on 
tidelands oil revenues 
which was their previous 
source of construction 
money. 

No. 144, dealing with 
a $450 million bond, 
would pay for construc¬ 
tion and remodeling of 
state prisons and juvenile 
facilities. Supporters 
say prison overcrowd¬ 
ing has created serious 
health and safety haz¬ 
ards for both staff and 
prisoners. Opponents 
say the prison system is 
asking for a blank check 
from voters who will 
have approved billions 
of dollars for prisons in 
less than a decade. 

Proposition 145 
would fund several hous¬ 
ing assistance pro¬ 
grams for lower in¬ 
come people to the tune 
of $325 million. The in¬ 
come of these first¬ 
time homebuyers could 
not exceed 35 percent of 
the average resale home 
price in that area. This 
measure, say opponents, 


is too generous with pub¬ 
lic funds. Supporters 
say the state should 
continue to help hard¬ 
working families who 
make too little money to 
afford decent housing. 

Proposition 146 is an 
$800 million bond 
that would pay for con¬ 
struction, repair and 
removal of asbestos from 
elementary and second¬ 
ary schools and for por- 
table classrooms, 
child care facilities and 
air conditioning for 
year-round schools. 
California adds over 
160,000 children to its 
school system every 
year. An estimated $8 
billion will be needed for 
building and renovation 
over the next five years. 
Opponents say taxpayers 
statewide should not 
be forced to pay for 
local schools; local 
communities now have 
the authority to issue 
their own bonds for 
school construction. 

Proposition 147 
would authorize $225 mil¬ 
lion in bonds to build 
and remodel county 
jails and juvenile fa¬ 
cilities. Supporters 
say that jail over¬ 
crowding has created 
serious health .and 
safety hazards. 
Opponents say that a 
greater use of alternatives 
to jailing, such as work 
furloughs, community 
service and detoxification 
would be cheaper and 
more effective than 
building bigger 
jails. 

Bond proposition 

148 would provide $380 
million in loans and grants 


to fund a variety of 
water programs: 1) water 
storage facilities such 
as reservoirs, 2) flood 
control projects, 3) up¬ 
grading and drinking wa¬ 
ter quality, 4) drought 
relief programs that 
develop new water 
sources or conserve exist¬ 
ing ones, and 5) water re¬ 
clamation and conserva¬ 
tion projects. 

Measure 149 would 
provide $437 million in 
bonds to acquire lands 
and develop fa¬ 
cilities for public 
recreation and for 
preservation of historic, 
natural and cultural 
resources. Supporters 
say that existing re¬ 
creational sites are 
badly overcrowded; 
opponents sav that 


items specified are not 
parks but are pet pro¬ 
jects that benefit only a 
few. 

Proposition 150, 

county courthouse bonds, 
is a $200 million bond 
that would provide con¬ 
struction, renovation 
and expansion of coun¬ 
ty courthouses. In most 
cases, counties would 
be required to pay a 
quarter of the project’s 
cost. 

Proposition 151 is 

a $30 million bond that 
would provide loans to 
build, renovate, or 
buy equipment for non¬ 
profit child care facilities. 
Church affiliated faci¬ 
lities would be eligible 
for those loans under 
some conditions.

It’s no wonder that 
“The Heidi Chronicles,” 
now playing at the Ah- 
manson - at - the - Doo¬ 
little Theater in Holly¬ 
wood, won a Pulitzer 
prize for its author, 
Wendy Wasserstein. The 
Pulitzer is given for 
distinguished plays by 
American authois deal¬ 
ing with life in Ameri¬ 
ca, and Wasserman’s 
script follows the 
journey of one Heidi 
Holland from her high 
school days to her pro¬ 
fessional career, and her 
search for the appropriate 
lifestyle for a liberated 
woman. 

Heidi, quietly and 
beautifully under¬ 
played by Amy Irving, 
moves away from the 
mini-skirted hoydens 
of the sixties, away

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Local woman enjoys script writing career

“As a mime, 1 wrote my own script; I was 
always interested in making things up,” says 
Sierra Madre writer, Sharon Doyle. 

She also made up her family’s answering 
machine message, which was my first clue that there 
were some super creative people in residence. 

When I read her bio/resume, my head started 
to spin, vertigo from Sharon Doyle’s varied gifts 
and achievements. 

And yet, this woman who has written scripts 
for the popular TV shows of “Cagney and Lacey” 
and “21 Jump Street” is not what I expected. 
Sitting in her living room, she appears more Mrs. 
Mom than the high strung, super-driven, creative 
artist I’d expected from her list of achieve¬ 
ments. 

That side of Sharon Doyle has a "room of its 
own.” It exists in the back-house pine-walled studio 
where she works, researching and writing and com¬ 
puting under the photographed profile of Gertrude 
Stein. 

This studio is decorated with primitive masks 
and a bevy of books which reveal her interests, 
background and scholarship. Beneath her ’60s and 
’70s*“laid back” manner is certainly the mind of a 
scholar, along with the achievement and accreditation 
of the ’80s and ’90s woman. 

In 1970, Sharon received her B.A. in Theater 
Arts (Honor, Summa Cum Laude) from Cornell 
University. By 1972, she had her MFA in acting, 
under a full scholarship. 


Her life, work and creativity found an outlet 
in alternative theater, and eventually she joined 
three other people to begin Archaesus Productions, 
a professional childrens’ theater, emphasizing mime. 
She wrote eight plays for the company, using her 
gift for dialogue and scenes that would later be 
useful in sript work. 

After leaving Archaesus, she manged The In¬ 
stant City Circus, a theater which performed 
at festivals and parks in the summer of 1978. 

In 1979, she moved to the Big Apple (New 
York) and became a reader for CBS and the Circle 
Repertory Theater; this was followed by a job 
as a staff writer for the Maryland Center for 
Public Broadcasting. 

“During the time 1 worked at PBS, 1 had the 
privilege of having a staff pass to the University 
Library,” recalls Sharon. 

This experience and her college background 
probably explains Sharon’s research methods today. 
“Though most (script) writers are on the phone alot 
gathering information,” Sharon says, “I spend three 
on the computer at the Pasadena library.” 

The library is also included in her retirement 
plans, she says, musingly. “When I retire I’m going 
to the library. And I’ll go to my pottery wheel.” 
There is a studious, solitary side to this woman of 
many masks/faces. 

In retirement, her husband, Bart, “will play the 
piano,” she says, though in these pre-retirement 
days, he is “a land use lawyer and political acti¬ 
vist.” 

It’s his job to bring the city/state/builders to¬ 
gether. He spends alot of time keeping people hon¬ 


est.” 

They manage their divergent careers with “a long¬ 
term agreement,” Sharon says, smiling. “He doesn’t 
have to go to experimental theater and I don’t 
have to go to any political fund-raisers.” 

It was her husband who originally scouted 
out Sierra Madre. “We came to Sierra Madre 
because my husband heard that it was the safest 
town in America. It reminded me of the place where 
I had grown up, a 1950s suburb. 

In the early ’80s, Sharon and Bart were living 
back east, she was writing for a magazine series 
entitled “Working Women” and had written docu¬ 
mentaries for the International University Consor¬ 
tium. Their sons, Andrew and Matthew, were added 
to the list of credits, as well. 

In 1985, the Doyles moved to California. 
“I miss the Eastern winters,” says Sharon, but 
admits, “It’s hard to beat nectarines and avocados 
growing in your backyard.” 

Their daughter Felicity was native grown, born 
as Sharon worked on episodes of “The Wee 
Wonders,” an instructional series on science for 
4- to 7-year-olds. 

Community has also been an important value in 
Sharon’s life, and Sierra Madre satisfies that need 
to “be able to live in a place where you know 
people by name on the streets and in the stores.” 
In contrasting the rootedness of Sierra Madre with 
the rootlessness of Hollywood, she comments: “I 
don’t understand how Hollywood writes when they 
don’t live anywhere.” 

Sharon says she has been more inclined to write

Over and over 
again, Jesus taught that 
the Pharisees, those 
very pious and out¬ 
wardly obedient members 
of the religious com¬ 
munity were in worse 
spiritual shape than 
a lawbreaker and sinner 
who repents. 

Great Christians are 
not “canonized” or 
made official saints in 
the United Methodist 
Church. Rather, they 
are remembered and 
immortalized through 
the lives of those whom 
they helped. This is not 
a political process; it is a 
process of becoming, 
one of personal growth.

Resolutions in support 
of Proposition 146, the 
school facilities bond 
issue, and in opposi¬ 
tion to proposition 134, 
the alcohol surtax mea¬ 
sure, were adopted by 
a vote of 5-0 at last 
week’s Arcadia Board ot 
Education meeting. 

The passage of Prop. 
146 would allow the state 
to sell bonds to pro¬ 
vide funds for school 
construction so that 
general revenues, so 
necessary for instruc¬ 
tional programs, will not 
be required, according 
to a report to the board 
of education. 

"This is a particularly 
critical issue for Arca¬ 
dia schools where most 
facilities arc now over 
30 years old and the 
need for renovation at 
some schools is either 


acute or in some cases 
critical, like at Arcadia 
High,” slates the report 
from Superintendent 
Terry Towner. 

Because funds raised 
by increasing taxes on 
beer, wine and distilled 
spirits would not be 
direction to public schools 
for prevention and be¬ 
cause guaranteed 
automatic budget in¬ 
creases each year 
would come from the 
state’s general fund, 
the school board voted 
to oppose Prop. 134. 
Any general fund monies 
taken for other pro¬ 
grams has a decided 
effect on available 
funds for education and 
could have an adverse ef¬ 
fect on the local budget 
for schools, according 
to the report to the 
school board.
